Request For Wells Will Be 
Studied Two Weeks Be- 
fore Permit Given 


TREES TO COME DOWN 








Matters Concerning District 
Near Upland Considered 
Last Night 





Even though George G. Laidlaw 
assured the Ontario city council 
that the San Antonio Water com- 
pany would not infringe upon any 
rights the city of Ontario might 
later want to claim, the officials 
last night delayed the granting of 


a permit for the placing of a well | 


at Fourth street and San Antonio 
avenue, Ontario. 

N. H. Garrison expressed the 
belief that granting of the permit 
would result in persons living out- 
side the city limits of Ontario get- 
ting water that came from the 
Ontario district and on his pro- 
tests the matter was referred to 
a committee for action in two 
weeks. 

Mr. Laidlaw informed 
ials, in a letter, that in 
permission for the well, 
pany would not assume that On- 
tario was giving up its rights to 
later claim the Ontario water res- 
ervoir was being depleted because 
of the new well. This clause was 
included in a letter to protect On- 
tario’s rights, it was explained by 
Austin Burt, city service manager, 
who expressed the belief that is- 
suance of the permit was justified. 

Request of the West End Con- 
solidated Water company, headed 
by William Springer, for a well 
near the Pacific Electric tracks 
west of the city was also held over 
for consideration. 

Mr. Burt, Mr. Garrison and E. 
H. Jollife, city attorney, are on the 
committee to consider the two re- 
quests. 

Other matters affecting persons 
living near Upland included the 
granting of a permit to J. E. Ham- 
ilton, West Eighth street near 
Mountain, for the removal of 61 
euclayptus trees. He contended 
that the trees resulted in at least 
three rows of his orange trees be- 
ing depleted of plant food. 

Request of C. T. Fuiler for the 
maintenance of a commercial 
chicken plant on Campus avenue, 
south of Seventh street, will be 
considered at a public hearing of 
the planning commission. 

The commission will meet Thurs- 
day night, at which time several 
requests for chicken yards 
throughout Ontario will be con- 
sidered.

Veterans Desiring 
Compensation Must 
Apply Before Apl. 6 


Veterans of the late World war 
;who may wish to apply for com- 
;pensation must do so before April 
6, according to the present law. 
Those desiring to make applica- 
tion may secure the necessary 
blanks by calling on Allan Barr 
at the First National bank.
